STEWART GIVEN A CHANCE. |

MAY ACCEPT SENATE WOOL RATES| 


Washington, D. C., July 6.—[{Special. ]—Be- 
fore adjournment tomorrow a vote will be 
hed in the Senate and the long agony 
will be over as far as the formal considera- 
tion of the new tariff bill is concerned. An 
agreement to this effect was reached just 


before the Senate adjourned this evening. 


after an almost endless number of confer- 
ences between the leaders on the different 
sides of the Chamber and after various legis- 
lative complications, which (seriously 
threatened early action, had been smoothed 
over. The agreement which was reached by 
unanimous consent is to the effect that the 
Senate is to meet at 11 o'clock as usual and : 
the general debate is to proceed until ‘1 
o'clock. After that time the five-minute rule 


‘ will be enforced and continued until the time 


of the final vote, which may come late in the 
afternoon and may not be until midnight. 
The two hours of general debate begin- 


ning at 11 o'clock have been specifically set.

Many radical changes in the bill as it came 
from the House were made by the finance 
committee, but most of these were receded 
from in the Senate. The three great differ- 


enees in the matter of rates between the 


Senate bill and that passed by the House are 
lumber, and wool schedules. 
The Senate sugar schedule is identical with 
that in the House on unreiined sugars above 
&j degrees by the polariscope test. The Sen- 
ate bill increases the duty on refamed sugar 
from 1.875 cents per pound to 1.95 cents per 
pound, thus raising the differential given 
to the trust from one-eighth of a cent per 
pound to one-fifth of a cent per pound. On 
sugar below t7 degrees the ‘Senate rate is 
one-tenth of a cent per pound less than that 
fixed by the House. On the sugar question, 
therefore, the difference between the two 
branches of Congress rests almost entirely 
upon the fractional difference in the protec- 
tion to be given the trust between an eighth 
and a fifth of a cent per pound. ° 
The House, ior reasons best known to cer- 


tain members of the Ways and Meahs com- 


mittee, fixed a tariff of $2 per thousand on 
pine lumber. This was double the rate un- 
der the McKinley act. The Senate bill re- 
tains the rate of $2 on yellow pine, in which 
the Southern men are interested, but reduces 
the duty on white pine, which is the product 
of Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Michigan, to 
,$1 a thousand, or the original McKinley rate. 
On this there is likely to be considerable 
of a fight between the two Houses, although 
it is a fact that the lumbermen themselves 
are divided on the question. 

“The Senate has reduced the duty on first- 
class wools from 11 to 10 cents per pound, 
and on second-class wools from 12 to 11 
cents per pound. On wools of the third 
class the Senate bill raises the rates ma- 
terially, fixing the duty at 4 cents on wool 
value at 10 cents ‘ar less and at 7 cents on 
wool worth over 10 cents. On this schedule 
the House and Senate will not find it so 
difficult to agree. The House manager will . 
probably accept the Senate rates on first 
and second class wools and insist on a re- 


duction in the figures on third class‘or oar- | 


pet wools. 

There is a wide difference between the 
two Houses on the method of applying the

FLORENCE BLYTHE LOSES HER CASE. 


Judge Morrow of the Untted States Cir- 
eulft Court Decides She Has No 
Claim. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 6.--United States, 


Circuit Judge W. W. Morrow rendered a de- 
cision in the famous Blythe case this after- 
noon which was in the nature of a surprise. 
He ordered a decree entered in favor of the 
English Blythes, as prayed for in their 
crdss-complaint by default, and in his find- 
ings made several rulings which are in 


direct conflict with those of the State courts. 


Among other things it its held that Florence 
Blythe was born an illegitimate child in 
1873, when her progenitors were subjects 
of Great Britain. It is further decreed 
that neither Florence Blythe Hinckley, 
John W. Blythe, nor Henry Blythe have any 
legal claim to the property, and that their 
claims are fraudulent.

He wascon- 
fronted by Stage Manager Blanchard, who 
ordered him to leave the stage. A refusal 
to comply with the order was met with a 
blow, which was returned. 

The men clinched and the entire stage 
force, consisting of fourteen people, engaged 
in the fray.

_ Fighters Fall Down Stairs. 


While the audience was being treated | 


to this bit.of realism Randall and Blanch- 
ard, each fighting wildly, fell down'a flight 
of stairs five feet to the basement.

Then the keggars disjointed her 
fingérs and afterward cut her feet to make

The girl, who has been rescued from her 
tors, says she saw’ the corpses of two 
boys in the cellar, who had presumably suc- 
cumbed to the tortures inflicted upon them.

‘GOMEZ ON THE MARCH. 


18 SAID TO HAVE COMPLETELY OUT- 
WITTED GENERAL WEYLER,. 


Cuban Forces Are Advancing West- 
ward and Have Reached Matanzas 
Province—Weyler’s Pians in Oricnt 
Are Blighted by the Clever Move 
ef the Insurgent Commander— 
Spain's Santiago de Cuba Campaign 
to the Capital. 


[SPPCIAL CABLE. ] 

Havana, July 6.—The news sent out last 
week that on Sunday, June 27, General 
Gomez crossed the River Hanabana, which 
forms part of the southern boundary of 
Matanzas Province, and entered that prov- 
ince, is fully confirmed today. A Spanish 
official report says that in the jurisdiction 
of Cienfuegos the bands of General Car- 
rillo and other Cuban leaders are trying to 
protect Gomez's march toward the west 


and save him from extermination by the | 


Spanish. The report received today does 
not clearly indicate how far to the west 
General Gomez has advanced, but it is 
certain that he reached the ‘Province of 
Matanzas at the time named above. 

That General Carrillo was in Cienfuegos 
to help Gomez isnot true. Carrillo, with 
a column of 4,000 men, joined Gomez be- 
fore he crossed the Jucaro-Moron trocha 
more than eight months ago. He was with 
Gomez all through the campaign in Santa 
Clara Province and at the estate La Re- 
forma, and is now going westward with the 
Cuban Commander-in-Chitef. 

All the plans of General Weyler in Orient- 
have been blighted by this clever movement 
of Gomez to the west. When Weyler 
thought that- he could safely withdraw forty 
battalions from the Provinces of Matanzas, 
Havana, and Pinar del Rio to crush General 
Garcia in the east, General Gomez, who 
was believed by the Spaniards to be with 
a few followers in Santa Clara Province, 
fell suddenly on Matanzas with 6,000 men. 
General Wéyler has been obliged to abandon. 
his Santiago de Cuba campaign and march 
hurriedly back west to stop Gomez’s west- 
ern advance. What is sadder still for Wey- 
ler is the fact that behind his columns comes 
General Garcia, who, after meving to the 


east from Ciego de Avila to meet Weyler, 


when he saw that the Spaniards were with- 
drawing to the west, again approached the 
troche with his artillery with the evident 
alm of forcing it and attacking the Spanish 
rear guard. 

The sensation produced in Havana by this 
mews is beyond description, and it is gen- 
erally believed that in spite of all the sup- 
port given to him by Canovas the central 
government will have to recall Weyler. 
The correspondents of El Heraldo and El! 
Imparcial have sent today to Key West, by 
special boats, long dispatches to Madrid in 
which the gravity of the situation is de- 
scribed. It is fully acknowledged that Gen- 
eral Gomez has outwitted Weyler and that 
the situation is very humiliating for the 
Spanish commander. : : 

On the west side of the River Hanabana 
General Gomez met two Spanish columns, 
utterly routed them, and then proceeded 
on his march. This is the engagement 
which has been reported by the Spaniards 
as having been lost by Carillo and Ban- 
deras. The chief of Gomez's cavalry, Col- 
onel Calunga, made two charges after the 
infantry under Carrillo had fired for moré 
than two hours upon the Spanish columns.

Madrid, July 6.—A dispatch from Havana 
to the Imparcial says that during April and 
May in four towns whose aggregate popula- 
tion was 30,000 there were 5,648 deaths from 
yellow fever and other diseases.

DEATH OF MEILHAC, THE DRAMATIST. 


Author of Many Popular Plays aud a 


Member of the French: 
Academy. 


[SPECIAL CABLE. ]}. 
Paris, July 6.—M. Henri Meilhac, the well 


known dramatic author and member of the® 


French Academy, died this evening. 

M. Meilhac was born at Paris in 1832, and 
was educated at the Lycée Louis le Grand. 
From 1852 to 1855 he contributed with peh 
and pencil to the Journal Pour Rire, and in 
1855 his first dramatic efforts, * Satania’’ 


-and “ Garde Toi, Je Me Garde,” were pro- 


duced at the Palais Royal, but without much 
success, 

In 1860, in collaboration with Ludovic 
Halévy, he wrote “ L’Etincelle and Une 
Heure Avant L’Ouverture,”’ and in 1861, with 
Arthur de Lavigne, “La Vertu de Cell- 
mene,” produced at the Gymnase, which be- 
came very popular, notwithstanding its im- 
probable plot. He was the author of many 
other plays. He also wrote for the Revue de 
Paris, “ Les Paiens,” a comedy tn verse, and 
several articles in La Vie Parisienne under 
the pseudonym of Ivan Baskof?f. 

Among his most recent comedies is “‘ De 


Core,” which was a brilliant success; Mar- 


get,”’ accepted by the Comédie Francaise in 
1890; and “‘ Brevet Superieur.” He was 
decorated with the Legion of Honor in 1869 
and promoted to be an officer in 1894. He 
was elected to the Academy in succession to 
Labiche in 1888. 


INTERNATIONAL NAVAL ARCHITECTS. 


President, the Karl of Hopeton, Warm- 
ly Welcomes the Delegates from 
America, 


London, July 6.—The international con- 
gress of naval architects and mariné en- 
gineers opened today in the Imperial Insti- 
tute with a full attendance, the foreign del- 
egates including a number of Americans. 

The Prince of Wales, who was accompan- 
ied by the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha 
and the Duke of York, welcomed the dele- 
gates in the name of the Queen and in his 
own name. The First Lord of the Admiral- 
ty, Mr. Goschen, welcomed the delegates on 
behalf of the government. The Earl of 
Hopetoun, the President, tn his inaugural, 
warmly weicomed the delegates, especially 
the Americans, whom he characterized as 
“ kinsmen of identical origin and of common 

age.” 

The President added: “* The ever increas- 
ing facilities o an rt must knit 
the bonds birf®ing the two great Anglo- 
Saxon nations.”’ 

A specially international character is 
given to the proceedings in consequence of 
the celebration of the diamond jubilee and 
the presence of so many distinguished for- 
eigners in the metropolis. The council 
therefore considered this to be a favorable 
opportunity on which to invite to this coun- 
try the numerous friends of the institution 
in France and Germany, who have in past 
years received the British delegates with so

ANTI-BRITISH FEELING IN INDIA. 


Significance of the Circulars Which 
Have Been Issued Attacking 
the Government, 


New York, July 6.—The Herald says: The 
present anti-British feeling in India ts partly 
due to unscrupulous agitators, who by means 
of seditious leaflets, both in English and the 
vernacular, circulated in Poonah, Bombay, 
and at other points, have incited fanatics to 
revenge against individuals and to attempt a 
revolt against the government. A dispatch 
to the London Mail from Bombay gives the 
substance of one of these pamphlets, which 
is signed ‘“‘ Three Hundred Millions of Hu- 
man Beings.’ After referring to the ap- 
proach of the jubilee festivities it revites the

the civilized nations of the world “ to hear 
the cry of oppressed Indians living in slavery,” 


declaring that there are miilions of their | 


Aryan brethren who are more entitled to 
their consideration than the inhabitants 
either of Greece or Asia Minor. 

It asserts that heartless apathy for the 
sufferings of the people has been shown 
by the invading of Zenanas, and the pollu- 
tion of temples and mosques under the pre- 
text of operations for suppressing the 
plague, and continues as follows: ‘* Not 
even a demon would venture to celebrate 
his conquests in a time of famine, plague, 
and earthquakes. An ancient and noble 
nation is being killed by a Christian govern- 
ment. Will none lift a finger to check the 


excesses of the English tyrants who have 


been riding over us roughshod for more 
than a century?’ 

The Times of India, referring to the Poonah 
attacks, says that the facts are inconsistent 
with the theory that the outrages were 
actuated by private revenge. The journal 
continues as follows: ‘“‘ The fact that the 
perpetrators nursed vengeance long after 
the plague operations had been concluded, 
deferring the blow until the jubilee, when it 
would be delivered with telling effect, argues 
a political conception of which common 
criminals would be incapable.”’ 


STRIKING MEN THREATEN CALCUTTA. 


Right Thousand of Them Said to Be 
Marching in the Direction of 
the City. 


{SPECIAL CABLE.] 

‘Calcutta, July 6.—Much alarm has been 
caused here by rumors that 8,000 workers 
employed in the mills up the Hoogly River 
have gone on strike and are marching in the 
direction of this city, their purpose being to 
reirfforce the natives who have been rioting 
at Chiipur. 

The troops at Barrackpur, fifteen miles 
north of Calcutta, have been ordered to in- 
tercept the strikers, and the bridges span- 
ning the river are guarded to prevent their 
crossing. 

The rumors appear to be based on fact, 
but they are probably exaggerated. 

The Mohammedans at Garden Beach, a 
south suburb of Calcutta and a fashionable 
place for Europeans, are showing signs of 
dangerous restlessness and the government 
has stationed strong guards at the bridges 
leading to that quarter. 


MR. FOSTER TALKS OF HIS MISSION. 


Encouragement from Russia as to 
Sealing and the Question to Be 
Pressed on England. 


London, July 6—John.W. Foster, the 
United States Seal Commissioner, has ar- 
rived here from St. Petersburg, and has paid. 
a visit to United States Ambassador Hay. 
Messrs. Foster and Hay will coéperate in 
pressing the Bering sealing question upon 
the British government. : 

To a representative of the Associated 
Press Mr. Foster said the details of the ar- 
rangement arrived at with Russia could not 
be revealed at present, but when disclosed 
they would be entirely satisfactory. Mr. 
Foster has no doubt that Japan is equally 


ready to codéperate with the United States 


in the protection of seals. Mr. Foster said 
that he was not going to Japan, but he had 
conferred with the Japanese Minister at 
Washington, and thought an agreement 
could be reached directly between the two 
governments. Measures to be agreed upon, 
however, would not be made effective before 
1898, but had Great Britain shown the same 
willingness as Russia they might have been 
applied this season. 

Speaking of Hawaii Mr. Foster said: “‘ Wé 
learned the sentiments of Russia and France 
during our visit to St. Petersburg and Paris, | 
They won't object to annexation, and re- 
gard it as natural and inevitable. I do not 
believe Great Britain will object. The Eu- 
ropean governments may not like it, but 
they are reconciled toit. The annexation of 
Hawaii would not presage the annexation of 
Ciba. The cases of the two islands are en- 
tirely dissimilar. Hawaii is settled in large 
part by Americans, and the United States 
has obligations to fulfill there, whereas 
Cuba is a colony of a foreign government.” 


Portfolie for Von Thielmann. 

Springfield, Mass., July 6.—Baron Ernest 
von Thielmann, the Imperial German Am- 
bassador, who is stopping at his summer 
home in Lennox, today confirnfed the :eport 
that he has been recalled to Germany to 
become Minister of the Treasury in the new 
government now forming. He stated that 
the first fntimation he had was the recall it- 
self, which was sent by cable and received 
ten days ago.

Story Told the Inspector. 

Yesterday afternoon a gentleman of con- 
siderable business standing in Chicago told 
a story to the Inspector which has put the 
latter to thinking. A few days ago one of 
Chicago's South Side citizens was taking 
a trip to Wisconsin to buy a summer cot- 
tage, and on the train he met a drummer for 
the Franklin MacVeagh company with 
whom he was well acquainted. The Chicago 
business-man and the drummer got into con- 
versation, and naturally the Nelson shoot- 
ing came up, as Staples is an employé of the 
MacVeagh company.

rado to-recall the fact that he was one of the 
founders of the Republican party in Ili- 
nois, having served ag a member of the 
first Republican State Central committee.

William B. Ogden was first appointed by 
the convention of anti-Nebraska editors, 
which met at Decatur Feb. 22, 1856, but being 
unable to serve on account of absence from 
the State, Dr. Evans took his place, and in 
this capacity joined in the call for the first 
Republican State convention, held at Bloom- 
ington May 29 of that year. 

Dr. Evans was appointed Governor of the 
Territory of Colorado by President Lincoln 
in 1862, as successor to Colonel William 
Gilpin, who died some three years ago, but 
in 1865 was displaced by Andrew Johnson, 
who appointed Alexander Cummings, a

Cummings was the origindl founder of the 
New York World. In a second unsuccessful 
attempt to secure the admission of Colorado 
as a State in 1865 Governor Evans was 
elected one of the United States Senators 
from the proposed new State, but as An- 
drew Johnson vetoed the act of admission 
by Congress it came to naught, and 
Governor Evans did nottake hisseat. _

PLANS OF AUTOPSY CLUB. 


PROF, STARR OUTLINES PRELIMINA- 
RIES OF HIS PET PROJECT, — 


Seciety Will Be Divided into Two 
Classes, Active and Passive, the 
Former Taking Direct Part in the 
Work of Brain Study—Many Appli- 
cations for Membership Already on 
File—Near Future to Ne Partly De- 
voted to Practical Dissecting. 


Professor Frederick Starr, since his return 
from New Mexico, has set actively to work 


with the Autopsy society, whose existence 
was first made known by THE TRIBUNE over 
a week ago. The professor is enthusiastic 
over his’ pet project and predicts for the 
society a large membership. He has already 
received proposals for membership from 
people in Illinois and other States. ~ 

Last evening Professor Starr outlined the 
plans of the society as follows: ) 

“I shall set to work at once to inaugurate 

a system in connection with the Autopsy 
society that will set it fairly upon its feet 
and determine whether the scheme is 4 
practical one here. The society will consist 
os two classes of members—active and pas- 
sive. 
larly and examine and study the brains of 
the members as they are ready for use. The 
passive members will be those who live 
at too great a distance from Chicago to be 
present at these meetings, but whose inter- 
est in the cause of science has led them to 
will their brains to the society.” 
' The society has yet a good deal of routine 
work to do before it can be said to be fairly 
on its feet. Within a few days the first ofa 
series of regular meetings will be | held. 
These meetings will continue throughout the 
summer and winter, and the members will 
spend their time gathering all the existing 
literature and information upon the subject 
of autopsy societies. 7

Professor Starr thinks that the medical 
schools of Chicago can be persuaded to 
make provisions for the gaining of this in- 
formation by: the members of the society. 

Before they are asked to sign the contract 
that will place their own brains at the dis- 
position of the society the professor will in- 
sist that every member have his eyes wide 
open to the possible consequences of his 
action. *The members of the Autopsy soci- 
ety must be volunteers and not conscripts. 
Furthermore, no brains will be accepted 
until the society, by going through the 
course of preparation outlined, is competen 
to make good use of its bequests. 

When shown the communication in THE 
TRIBUNE of Monday, in which Otto Wett- 
stein of Rochelle, lll., pledged his whole 


professor expressed himself as being highly 
gratified. 

‘It is such enthusiasm,” he said, “‘ that 
makes one more than confident of the 
future of our society. From Mr. Wettstein's 
description of the size of his head, not only 
the brain itself, but the skull also, will fur- 
nish interesting and valuable anthropologi- 
cal data.” 

Already requests have been received from 
others desiring their names to be enrolled

OMINOUS NEWS FROM INDIA. 

Reports from India are of an ominous 
character and indicate that there may be a 
widespread conspiracy against British rule. 
There have been serious outbreaks in Ben- 
gal and Bombay, requiring prompt action on 
the part of the authorities to quell, and 
which may yet necessitate something 
stronger than the. police force to restore 
complete order. There are several reasons 
for these uprisings. The first of them were 
oceasioned by the discontent growing out of 
the plague and famine. The methods em- 
ployed by the authorities to stamp out the 
plague conflicted with the social relations, 
customs, and traditions of the natives, One 
of the nativé newspapers, commenting upon 
them, says: 

The plague authorities are simply butchers who | 
are torturing and harassing the people of Poonah 
in the name of sanitary science. If matters are 
not put right soon the scenes of 1857 are likely 
to be rewitnessed there, as neither the Hindoos 
nor the Mohammedans will tolerate the persecu- 
tion of their wives and children for any length 
of time. It is the misfortune of the people that 
the honor, religion, and modesty of women, safe 
even under Mogul rule, should ‘be violated under 
the enlightened English government. :

He re- 
ceived all the money paid in and deposited 
it with his personal account, and drew on 
it in turn when money was to be paid out, 
This was not attended with any disaster 
while he lived, for it is admitted that he 
made many timely advances to the asso- 
ciations; but now that he is gone and all 
the records ofthe affairs with him a dozen | 
lawyers are struggling to extricate the in- 
dividual belongings of the several associa- 
tions from the million-dollar estate left by 
Mr. Kremp. 

This settlement, which is dragging along, 
directly interests 8,000 persons whose 


malicious agitators, who have incited the 
fanatical natives not only to take vengeance 
upon individuals, as in the case of the attack 
upon the Gee expedition and the subsequent 
assassination of Lieutenant Ayerst and 
Plague Commissioner Rand of Ganeshkind, 
near Bombay, on the jubilee night, but also 
to rise in open revolt in some sections, In 


at last it became necessary to call out the 
troops. A significant feature of these riots 
is the attitude of the Mohammedans at 
Chitpore. ‘They took part in a dangerous 
uprising, the affair growing out of their 
practice of seizing and refusing to pay rent 
for certain so-called mosques built contrary 
to the tenets of the Mohammedan religion 
on ground belonging to infidels. - These same 
Mohammedans have also charged upon 
Great Britain responsibility for the plague, 
and have. also been incensed by the British 
government's opposition to the recent de- 
mands of the Sultan. 

In connection with all this a London dis- 
patch notes information from Afghanistan 
to the effect that the Ameer has hastily 
summoned all the influential Mollahs 
throughout the country to a meeting at 
Cabul, as he wishes to consult them on im- 
portant matters concerning Islam. This is 
believed to be connected with the recent an- 
nouncement that the Sultan has sent a 
special envi y to Cabul with instructions 
to agitate for a general revival of Islamism. 
It goes without saying that the British 
government is uneasy over the rapidly grow- 
ing seditious spirit and fears there may be 
a general conspiracy against its rule, at the 
bottom of which are the Mohammedans, 
with whom the Hindoos largely s; npathize 
in spite of their different, religions, While 
the Mohanimedans organized and incited 
the recent mobs, there were fully as many 
Hindoos as Mohammedans among the 
rioters. 

In view of this sudden and apparently 
widesprend change of attitude among the 
hnatives~of India, particularly the Moham- 
medans, it is little wonder there is a grow- 
ing feeling in England that the plague, the 
famine, and religions grievances are only 
pretexts and that the real cause lies deeper 
still and will be finally located in the under- 
handed workings of either Russia or Tur- 
key. The action of the Ameer of Afghan- 
istan, the dispatch of an envoy to Cabul by 
the Sultan, and the pronunciamento sent 
out recently to the faithful bythe Ottoman 
Cabinet or Privy Council urging them 
everywhere to stand together lest they suf- 
fer the fate of their ancestors who were ex- 
pelled from Spain are all significant at 
least, and give color to the suspicion that 
the Sick Man is not so ill that he cannot 
make Great Britain much trouble before 
this matter is settled. That the latter will 
act at once is certain. Replying to a ques- 
tion in the Tlouse of Commons on Saturday 
Lord George Hamilton, the Secretary of 
State for India, said the government was 
fully alive to the gravity of the case and 
meant toaci promptly, The whole question 
ef the inculcation of sedition through the 
vernacular press will be considered, and if 
necessary ue press censorship law will be 
revived, The incipient revolt evidently 
must and will be checked before it 
assumes dangerous proportions, There 
are in India about 287 millions of people, of 
| whom over 57 millions are Mohammedans 
and over 207 millions Hindocs. ‘The element 
of danger grows out of the sympathy be- 
tween the two. The European army in 
India is about 74,000 strong, while the na- 
tive army numbers 211,000 men, but in case 
of an open, widespread revolt the loyalty of 
the latter might be very uncertain. The 
safety of British authority, therefore, lies 
in promptitude of action, a quality-in which 
Great Britain has never yet failed, 


the whole episode is that the officers of the 
respective organizations would consent to 
allow the affairs to run on in that hap- 
hazard fashion. Kremp was criminally 
eareless, but surely these officers were no 
less so. It must have been apparent toany 
of these men acquainted with the inside 
workings of the associations that the affairs 
were in chaos.

Origin of the Languages. 

This enigma Mr. Hale undertook to solve 
in an address delivered in 1886 before the 
Section of Anthropology in the American 
Association for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, of which association he had been 
elected one of the Vice Presidents and 
chairman of that section. The address was 
on “ The Origin of Languages and the An- 
tiquity of Speaking Man."’ In thie essay he 
maintained that the human race, when first 
endowed with articulate language, was nec- 
essarily of one community and one speech, 
and that the origin of the various linguistic 


activity, and which may be styled ‘the 
language-making instinct of very young 
ehildren.”” Many instances of languages 
thus spontaneously created by children were 
given; and in a later paper on the “ Develop- 
ment of Language,’ read before the Cana- 
dian Institute of Toronto, in 1888, as a sequel 
to the address, and published in the jour- 
nal of the institute and afterwards sep- 
arately, further evidence was produced to 
show that the words and grammar of such 
languages might, and in many cases proba- 
bly would, be totally different from those of 
the parental speech. In the original ad- 
dress the fact was pointed out that in the 
first peopling of every country, when from 
various causes families must often be scat- 
tered at wide distances from one another, 
many cases must have occurred where two 
or more young ehildren of different sexes, 
left by the death of their parents to grow up 
secluded from all other society, were thus 
compelled to frame a language of their own, 
which would become the mother tongue of 
a new linguistic stock. It is evident that 
along with their new language these chil- 
dren and their descendants would have to 
devise a new religion, a new social policy, ' t 
and in general new modes of life, except in 

so far as reminiscences of the parental ex- 

ample and teachings might direct or modify 

the workings of their minds. _ All these con- 

clusions, it is affirmed by Mr. Hale in his 

introduction to the committee's sixth report 

to the British association, ‘‘ accord precisely }

If they ever do, the 
world will probably be told that the Jap- 
anese smoke little tobacco in little pipes be- 
cause the average Jap is a little man, and 
takes Liliputian pleasures. Or, the western 
world will learn that the Japanese are a 
poetical people, and recognize the small 
pipe of tobacco as the ‘ perfect type of a 
perfect pleasure,’ as an Englishman once 
called the cigaret. 7 

“ Yet neither of these is the true explana- 
tion. The Japanese smoke little tobacco 
because in the old days little tobacco came 
into Japan, and the tariff was very high. 
We are a frugal and abstemious people. 
The masses in Japan have but little money 
to waste or luxuries. In ancient times they 
had much less than they have now. They 
earned little, and so they could spend little, 
The tiny tobacco pipe of Japan is a survival 
of the days when money was scarce, tobac- 
eo dear, and tariffs high. In a generation 
or two when all Japan—Dai Nippon—shall 
have taken her place among the wealthy

But no college helped 
me to doit. I have written for all the great 
magasines, I have written books that still 
sell after a quarter of a century. I am an 
editorial writer on one of the greatest news- 
papers in the world. But in order to accom- 
plish this I had, diligently and painfully, to 
unlearn everything that my colleges had 
taught me of rhetoric and style, As for 
Latin and Greek, thanks to a good tytor, I 
knew more of both when I entered college 
than my professors did. As regards mathe- 
matics, that is only common sense, and any 
boy who cannot master it without a teacher 
is an imbecile.

Interesting Tests of a New Process for 


Mellowing the Juice of the

on whisky and other liquors refined by a 
recently invented electrical process.

The impurities are sep- 
arated and the refuse flows out of one end 
of the apparatus, while the refined liquor 
flows out of the other.

STRIKE HARD AT TRUSTS. 


DEMOCRATS ADD LIFE TO THE LONG 
| TARIFF DEBATE. 


Allen of Nebraska Makes a Hard Fight 
for a Beet Sugar Bounty, bat Meets 
with an Inglorious Defeat — His 
Only Support Comes from Populists 
and Silver Republicans—All Partics 
Agree to a Vote Today After Hard 
Work by Senator Allison, 


Washington, D. C., July 6—The final vote 
on the tariff bill will be taken In the Senate 
before adjournment tomorrow, a definite 
agreement, assented to by all parties, hav- 
ing been reached at the close of the debate 
today. The agreement is as follows: 

‘That debate on the tariff bill shall pro- 
ceed under the five-minute rule after 1 p. m. 
tomorrow, and that the final vote on the bill 
shall be taken before adjournment tomor- 
row.”’ 

Mr. Allison did not ask that the hour for 
the vote be set, being content with the posi- 
tive agreement that it should be some time 
tomorrow. The limitation of speeches after 
1 p. m. to five minutes will bring the debate 
within narrow limits. The announcement 
by the Vice President that the agreement 
was perfected led to a general exchange of 
congratulations among Senators. 

During the day the anti-trust question was 
debated at length, and Mr. Pettus’ amend- 
ment on the subject was defeated, 33—36. 

Mr. Allen again offered the amendment for 
a@ quarter of a cent bounty on beet sugar. 
It led to lively and somewhat personal 
speeches from the two Nebraska Senators, 
after which the Allen amendment was ta- 
bled, 57—0, the Populists and silver Repub- 
licans being the only ones recorded against 
the motion to table. 

Mr. Bacon made a personal explanation 


‘of his vote yesterday for Mr. Mills’ amend-, 
‘ment to impose a tax of 5 pér cent on all 


manufactured products. He had, he said 
given the amendment his vote without dub 
deliberation. If the imposition of such a 
tax could be eonfined to the sugar trust and 
other gigantic concerns existing in open 
violation of the laws, it could, upon med- 
itation, commend itself to his judgment, but 
as it would touch every village and hamlet 
in the land and lay its hand upon the most 
humble, he frankly avowed his regret for 
the vote cast yesterday. 

Mr. Bate then took the floor and delivered 
a set speech against the bill. | 

He made a general argument against the 
measure from the standpoint, as he an- 
nounced, of an advocate of “ fair trade and 
free silver."’ The Senator analysed the bill 
in its bearing on the agricultural! industry, 


saying it was designed to fool the farmer 


by giving him fictitious protection on his 
products while real protection was given 
to all the articles consumed by him. He 
criticised the steady extension of the pro- 
tective policy, saying the slogan of the day 
was tariff for robbery,"’ instead of 
tariff for revenue."’ It arrayed us against 
the world, making the United States the 
Ishmael among nations. 

Mr. Pettus then offered his amendment 
declaring unlawful the importation of sugar 
by. any trust or combination operating in 
restraint of trade or for the purpose 
of advancing the price of sugar. The 
amendment also provided for the for- 
feiture of sugar so imported and di- 
fected the Attorney General to enforce the 
forfeiture and to prosecute trusts, combi- 
nations, etc. 

The Senator spoke a length in support of 
the amendment, referring to the gradual! 
absorption of wealth in the hands of vast 
concerns. 


Chitten Arraignsa the Trusts, 

Mr. “hilton followed with an arraignment 
of trusts, arguing that they were fostered 
by the tariff. He explained the operation 
of his anti-trust amendment, at length, and 
argued that it furnished a feasible method 
of reaching the great trusts engaged in in- 
terstate commerce, 

Mr. Morgan spoke against trusts, saying 
he favored the amendment of his colleague 
[Mr. Pettus], but would attach to it another 
and more far-reaching proposition. He 
thought seizure and confiscation, provided 
for by Mr. Pettus’ amendment, might, as in 
the case of the sugar trust, enable the trust 
to -put up the price of sugar pending action 
in the courts, and he suggested a modifica- 
tion which would provide for the immediate 
sale of artictes seized. 

Mr. Caffery did not believe that the Pettus 
amendment would affect the sugar trust, 
If the trust was stopped from importing 
sugar the sugar would be imported on other 
accounts and be bought by the trust in the 
New York market. The yote was then 
taken. 

Messrs. Teller and Heitfeld voted with the 
Democrats in favor of the amendment and 
Messrs. McEnery and Stewart ainst it. 

The Chilton amendment was also lost— 
28 to 21. 

Mr. Caffery then offered an amendment to 
strike out all the differential on refined, 
sugar, which was lost-—28 to 34—Messrs. 
Heitfeld and Teller voting aye and Mess 
McEnery and Stewart no. 

After the vote had been announced Mr. 
White raised a oy by reading from the 
record of the debate on the sugar differen- 
tial in the present law the statement of the 
present Secretary of State, Mr. Sherman, to 
the effect that the sugar trust. needed no 
protection: ‘‘T had rather cut off my right 
hand,”’ said the Senator from Ohio, “ than 
vote a single cent of bounty to that cor pora- 
tion."* 

Mr. Chilton moved an amendment limiting 
the drawback on refined sugar to the amount 
shown by the polariscope when the raw 
sugar is first imported. Lost. 

Mr. Allen now brought forward the amend- 
ment for a bounty on beet sugar, and took 
the floor to suppert the amendment. At the 
outset he was involved in a contest with Mr. 
Chandler, who read from the Record a 
speech by Mr, Allen denouncing the pro- 
tective tariff and declaring that it was un- 
constitutional to impose taxes on one class 
to enrich another class. In view of this 
speech, solely to prevent the consumption 
of time, and to avoid long debate, Mr. Chand- 
ler said, he appealed to the Senator to let 
the Senate “ pass this bill ef prosperity and 
plenty in place of the bill of perfidy and dis- 
henor passed in 1804." 

Without replying to this appeal Mr. Allen 
turned his attention to Mr. Allison, “ I ask 
the Senator,’ he said, ‘‘ what, if anything, 
occurred in the Republican caucus to lead 
to the abandonment of the bounty amend- 
ment.’’ 

Allison Replies te Allen, 


Mr. Allison replied that the Committee 
on Finance had offered the amendment, but 
it was firmly met with the statement from 
the other side of the chamber that the 
amendment would delay the passage of the 
bill. For this reason the amendment was 
withdrawn. 

“Bo that I wnderstand the Republican 
party surrendered to a threat of filibuster- - 
ing; it has taken fright ata threat of delay,” 
pursued Mr. Alien. 

*“O, no,” Allison explained, “It is 
very important fhat this bill should come to 
a vote aad in pase of shafp divisions we 
+ not wish either to press or oppress un- | 

u y.’ 

Mr. Vest also explained that when the 
bounty amendment was offered he went 
to the Republican side and informed Sena- 
tors that there would be a protracted de- 
bate. 

Mr. Allen proceeded to criticise Repub- 
lican Senators for abandoning the amend- 
ment, declaring that they had no right to 
betray their trust and abandon a proposi- 
tion to which their platform pledged them. 


Then Mr. Allen branched into a/chapter of 


private procedure which occasioned con- 
siderable stirin the chamber. He said that 
during the debate Republican Senators had 
let it be understood that they would “ like 
to be scared "’ when this beet sugar amend- 
ment was proposed and that the intimation 
had been conveyed that if some one would 
get on his feet and threaten that Congress 
would be held in session if the amendment 
was pressed, “ then our Republican friends 
would be able to slide down the back stairs 
and get out.” 

“And so the Senator from Arkansas. 
(Jones),”” Mr, Allen went on, “ arose and 
expressed the utmost astonishment that 
this proposition should be brought here.” 

Mr. Jones entered the chamber at this 
point, and interrupted to say that if there 
was any such intimation as Mr. Allien had 
referred to, it never came to him (Jones), He 
was amaged when the amendment was 
brought in. 

Mr. Allen then turned to the course of 
the Republican caucus in dealing with the

‘ident suffered considerably from the heat, 


understand,” said he, “ that this is a purely 
spectaculaf performance; a performance-in- 
tended to amuse, if not to deceive. It should 
know that our Republican brethren ealled 
on he Democratic brethren to help them 
out; if the Democratic brethren could be 
brought forward to scare them then they 
were willing to take to their heoels.’’ 

Mr. Thurston replied briefiy to his col- 
league, saying he proposed to confine him- 
self to the bounty question. Reviewing the 
former sugar bounty law, he declared that 
its appeal was an act of perfidy and dishonor. 
He regretted, therefore, to turn to the 
record and find that on the yote to repeal 
that law the first name recorded in the af- 
firmative was that of Mr. Allen of Nebraska. 
Again he found on a second vote involving 
some measures of relief to beet sugar in- 
dustry the first name recorded in the neg- 
ative was that of “ Allen of Nebraska.” 


Populist Record in Nebraska. 


In 1891 a Populistic Legislature in Nebras- 
ka repealed the beet sugar bounty chapter 
of the State law, and a Democratic Governor 
approved the repeal. In 1895 a Republican 
Legislature restored the bounty to five- 
eighths of a cent a pound over the veto of a 
Populistie Governor, Holcomb, Then, when 
the Populists ‘came into power again, they 
promptly repealed the bounty law. So much, 
said Mr. Thurston, for the consistency of his 
colleague's criticisms. The Republican par- 
ty had in its tariff bill taken sugar from the 
free list where it was placed in part through 
the vote of his Populistic colleague. 

Mr. Thurston lent emphasis to his re- 
marks by turning to Mr. Allen and address- 
ing him personally. He said he had intro- 
duced the bourfty amendment in good faith 
and had earnestly urged it until a threat of 
protracted debate was made, Then, holding 
the prosperity of the country over and above 
the interests of his State, believing that wide- | 
spread benefit was to come with the passing 
of this tariff bill, he had withdrawn the 
bounty amendment. He was content to 
piace his. record alongside that which his 
Populistic colleague had made for himself. 

Mr. Allen, in turn, justified his course, say- 
ing he had entered the Senate at a time when 
the government was bankrupt and when 
some course was imperative to reduce goy- 
ernment expenses, avold bond issues, and 
put more money in the Treasury, He had 

voted for the Wilson bill repealing the boun- 
ty because the bill contained the incqme tax 
and other beneficent features, 

He admitted that the Republican Legis- 
lature of Nebraska had given a five-eighths 
cent bounty on sugar and had then failed td 
make an appropriation to pay the bounty. 
Among other things Mr. Allen said $538,008 
had been literally stolen from the Treasury 
of Nebraska under the last Republican ad- 
ministration and the State Treasurer stood 
convicted and sentenced to twenty years in 
the penitentiary. 

Mr. Allison then moved that the Allen 
amendment, providing a sugar bounty, be 
laid on the table, The motion prevailed— 
yeas, 57; nays, % The negative vole wags 
cast by Allen, Butler, Harris (Kas.), Heit- 
feld, Kyle, Pettigrew, Stewart, Teller. and 
Mantle, Populists and silver Republicans. 

Referring to the vote, Mr. Teller said he 
wanted it to go to the people of the North- 
west that the Republican party might have 
placed a bounty on beet sugar, as*there were 
the votes to do it. 

Mr. Allison now came forward with a re- 
quest for an agreement for a final vote to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Pettigrew interposed an inquiry as to 
whether white pine lumber would be left at 
$1 per 1,000 feet. He desired some assur- 
ance that the rate would not be disturbed, 
otherwise he would have to’object to an 
agreement. 

Mr. Allison gave assurance that the com- 
mittee would not make a change and the 
agreement on the vote was then reached.

IOWA SOUND MONEY DEMOCRATS. 


Stnte Convention Meets Today to Or- 
ganise Against the Fusion 
Party. 


Des Moines, Ia., July 6,—[Special.]—-Dele- 
gates to the sound money Democratic con- 
vention to be held tomorrow are arriving 
on every train, and the indications are that 
all parts of the State will be represented. 

Some of the delegates from the First Dis- 
trict, and especially Burlington, were at 
firat opposed to the nomination of a third 
ticket, but it is believed tonight that when 
the eonvention meets tomorrow it will be 
practically unanimous in favor of a third 
ticket. A prominent delegate said this 
evening: 

** Some of the sound money people say they 
think it the best way to defeat the gang 
which has control of our party machinery 
at present is to vote the Republican ticket, 
and give the nominees of that party an 
overwhelming majority, It seems to me, 
however, that if our votes were thus cast 
we would lose our identity, and the free’ 
silver crowd could claim that there are no 
sound money Democrats in lowa.

NAMED TO DRAW JURIES. 


JUDGES OF cook COUNTY APPOINT 
‘THE NEW COMMISSIONERS, 


Major Ez. D. Reddington, Evanston, and 
Frank E. Spooner and William J. 
Ovahan of Chicago Selected—Their 
Bounds Fixed at $10,000—Resolution 
Adopted for Only One Session of 
Court Daily—Criminal Bench to Sit 
for a Full Year. , 


Under-the new statute which wen 
effect on July 1, taking from the Counts 
Commissioners the drawing of jurors and 
westing that responsibility in a jury com- 
mission of three members, the Judges of 
Cook County yesterday chose to act as jury 
commissioners, without reference to politics, 
Major E. D, Reddington of Evanston, Frank 
KE. Spooner and William J. 
new commissioners, whose bonds were fixed 
at $10,000 each, were notified to meet the 
Judges to qualify on Friday at 8 

At the same meeting the Jude 
solved to hold but one session of court dally 
instead of two, and arranged that on and 
after Sept. 1 the Judges assigned to the 
Criminal Court shall sit for one year in- 
stead of three months. 4 

All the Judges were present at the meet- 

ing except Judge Adams, who was detained 
by sickness. 
_ The selection of the jury commissioners 
occupied about an hour. There were seventy 
candidates considered. The successful ap- 
pointees, however, led in the race from the 
first. The candidates who received the next 
highest votes were Michael Brennan, ex- 
Chief of Police; R. J. McDonald, ex-Super- 
intendent of Streets; and Adam Wolf, ex- 
City Treasurer. 


Politics of the Commi 

In politics, the new appointees consist of 
two Republicans and one Democrat, William 
J. QOnahan being the Democrat. The ap- 
pointments were made according to the ma- 
jority of the Judges without any fefererice 
to the politics of the applicants. William J. 
Onahan was supported by Judges Tuley and 
Clifford. Frank E. Spooner was strongly, 
supported by Judge Payne. He resides on 
the South Side. . ° 

The Judges were almost unanimously in 
favor of the proposition of one session, which 
was brought forward by Judge Tuley, A 
resolution was passed that the Judges hold 
but on session of court daily, from 9:80 to 
2:30, with an intermission of fifteen to thirty 
minutes. The resolution also provided that 
Judge Dunne notify the Bar association of 
the action, so ag to obtain an expression 
from lawyers on the resolution, 

It was arranged that hereafter the Judges 
who are assigned to the Criminal Court shall 
sit there for one year, instead of three 
months, as hasbeen the custom. This 
change was brought about mainly at the 
suggestion of Judge Dunne, This new ar- 
rangement will go into effect Sept. 1. At 
that time Judges Chetlain, Baker, and Ewing 
will go to the Criminal! Court, and possibly 
another Judge who has not yet been as- 
signed. 


Judges Without Juries. 

The Judges in the law courts of the county 
found themselves in a peculiar position yes- 
terday on account of the new jury commis- 
sion statute, which went into effect July 1. 
For the first time since 1881 the courts were © 
without jurors regularly summoned. The 
jury commission has not yet been appointed, 

In all the courts there were in attend- 
ance jurymen ready to be sworn in who 
were summoned according to the old law, 
and the question arose whether they could 
be legally empaneled. Some of the Judges 
got out of the difficulty by entering an order 
formally discharging all the jurors and 1s- 
suing a special venire, and under it reap- 
pointing them. This course was adopted by 
Judge Stein and Judge Ewing in the Superior 
Court. In the Cireuit Court the Judges or 
most of them, examined the panel of new 
jurors. they found before them and swore 
them in for service during the next two 
weeks, If any objection is made to their 
regularity the/ Judges will issue special 
venires to try the cases in which the objec- 
tion is made.

The black stock has little to do with the 
Story, but Basham Miles, who wore it, has 
a great deal to do with it. 

It is a town idy! with a rustic obligato. The 
old man with the black stock comes in only 
in the trio. The main motive is the love 
story of a young lawyer for Elizabeth Dale, 
the daughter of the woman whom old 
Basham Miles had once loved. Mr. Page 
has intertwined the two romances, the old 
man’s and the young man’s, in that simple 
and tender style of which he is a master. 

Most charmingly does the author unravel 
the old man’s sad secret, thread by thread, 
while weaving the pretty romance of the 
younger couple. First Elizabeth Dale ap- 
pears as one of a merry carriageload of 
country girls come to town to do some shop- 
ping, and the old man in the black stock hap- 
pens along and says: ‘“*‘ My son, when you 
want a wife, stop a carriage like that and 
pick one out of {t. You might almost do it 
at random; you could hardly go amiss.” 
There is delightful humor in the scené that 
shows the youth furtively watching Eliza- 
beth through the window of a millinery 
store until he suddenly perceives that she 
is looking at him, when he beats a demoral- 
ized retreat. In the course of numerous 
pretty incidents it transpires that Elizabeth 
is the daughter of the lonely old man’s 
former love, and as circumstances bring 
both the young people to his bedside at last 
we get the full story of his life, and at the 
same time the clearing away of some clouds 
that had intervened between the young 
lovers. 

The one error of the old man’s life had 
been the throwing away of a chance to be 
loved for a chance to shine. He had put in- 
tellect above heart, and a lonely and disap- 
pointed old age was the-punishment. And 
so he preaches this little sermon on his death 
bed: 


‘ake an old man’s word for it, that the men 
whe are happy are those who love and are loved. 
Better love the meanest thing that lives than 
only yourself. Even as a matter of policy it is 
best. I had the best intellect of any young man 
of my time and set, and I have sten men with naif 
my brains, under the inspiration of love and tne 
obligations and duties it creates, go forward to 
success which I never could achieve. Whitist 1 
was narrowing and drying up they were Droad- 
ening and reaching out in every direction. 

The dénouement is a beautiful blending 
of sadness and gladness. The scene in 
which BPlizabeth ministers to the last needs 
-of the old man, making him happy with the 
tender touch he had missed through life 
could have been written only by a man of 
deep sensibility. And it is most natural that 
such a scene should break the barrier of 
misunderstanding between the lovers. The 
story is a new proof that idyllic beauty and 
truth to life and nature are always com- 
patible if they be in the hands of a true 
artist.

an essayist has somewhat obscured his 
powers as a first-class story-teller, and this 
volume is well fitted to rehabilitate his repu- 
tation in that regard. 


Children who like pretty stories—which 
is to say all children—should be given the 
chance to know Maria Edgeworth’'s tales in 
“The Parent’s Assistant; or, Stories for 
Children,” which the Macmillan company 
has republished in handsome illustrated 
form. Mrs. Anne Thackeray Ritchie con- 
tributes an appreciative introduction in 
which she bears testimony to the lasting 
powers of Miss Edgeworth’s child charac- 
ters as attested by her own memory of the 
days when her father read the stories to 
her. The tales are full of old-fashioned ° 
charm, telling of good little boys and 
girls, of kind ladies in traveling car- 
riages, who play the part of fairies, and 
of benevolent noblemen, who appear on the 
scene of trouble just in the nick of time, 
as all well regulated noblemen should. ; 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons have won an en- 
viable reputation for enterprise in publish- 
ing timely monographs upon topics of pub- 
lic interest, some of which are too import- 
ant to deserve the neglect which has been 
their portion. A case in point is a study 
of the principles and methods of the man- 
agement of the finances of corporations in 
the United States, entitled ‘‘ Corporation 
Finance.”” It is written by Thomas L. 
Green, auditor of the Manhattan Trust 
company of New York and has special ref- 
erence to the valuation of corporation se- 
curities, It should prove of particular value 
to the investor in estimating the value of 
the bonds or shares of corporations in 
which he may be interested. The author 
presents rules and practices in such a man- 
ner as to be technical in precision, yet at. 
the same time available for the purposes of 
the general reader.

A. M. Compton made the principal argu- 
merit for the merchants of Chicago, who, 
he said, were representing in this matter 
the National Association of Merchants and 
Travelers. The merchants of Chicago, he 
said, wanted nothing but what was fair and 
just. 

He could see no good reason why the 
| Executive committee of the Western Pas- 
senger association should have reported ad- 
versely on the claim of the Chicago mer- 
chants for reduced rates to the large and im- 
portant meeting of the National association 
at Chicago, when such reduced rates were 
granted unhesitatingly to all kinds of or- 
ganizations, meetings, and political gather- 
ings. 

The merchants, he said, do not ask any- 
thing else than what was perfectly legal and 
just.

The rate to be one and one-third for the round 
trip on the certificate plan from points east of the 
Missouri! River to Chicago; return iimit, ten 
days. 

From points west of the Missouri! River a rate 
of one fare for the round trip, plus $2; return 
limit, fifteen days. 

C. Bartlett seconded the remarks made 
by Mr. Compton and the merchants then 


withdrew to afford the railroad managers a. 


chance to consider the proposition. 
Hostile to the Merchants. 


The discussion soon developed the fact 
that a number of the railroads still held to 
the opinion that the merchants were en- 
titled to no such concession as Was asked. 
To grant the reduced rate would, in their 
opinion, be a dangerous proceeding and tend 
to a conflict with the merchants of interior 
jobbing points. -A number of protests from 
country jobbers were submitted to sub- 
stantiate the claims made by the eaprese 
officials. 

Two or three of the roads seemed to va 
favorably inclined towards granting the 
modified request of the merchants. They 
did not see anything, dangerous or unrea- 
sonable in the proposition. They felt that 
by granting the request the railroads would 
obviate the necessity of making the re- 
duced rates on account of the probability 
of some roads taking individual action in 
the matter. 

The absence of representatives ofthe Chi- 
cago Great Western and the Wisconsin 
Central was explained on the ground of their 
not being members of the Western Pas- 
senger association. It was quite obvious, 
however, that the feeling prevailed that 
these roads were prepared to take the in- 
itiative in granting the rates asked for by 
the merchants. 

No conclusion could be reached, and it 
was decided by the mianagers to give the 
matter further consideration at their meet- 
ing this morning.

In Illinois Favorable Weather En- 
ables Corn to Make a Rapid 
Growth. 


The weekly 
government is as follows: 

Iilincis—Favorable: week, with high tem- 
perature and good local showers; corn con- 
tinues to make rapid growth and mostly laid 
by to northern sections: oats ripening fast. 
and cutting begun in extreme south, with fair 
yield, but short straw; winter wheat harvest 
continues in central counties, with stacking 
and thrashing southern: rye and clover cut- 
ting also continues and timothy begun: con- 
siderable clover caught and damaged by 
rains. Very little spring wheat left stand- 
ing and condition very poor and infested with 
chinchbugs. 

Wisconsin—Heavy and well distributed 
rains early in the week, followed by high 
temperature, caused crops to make remark- 
able growth. Corn uneven and weedy, but 
strong, healthy, and growing rapidly. Spring 
wheat in excellent condition. Barley and 
oats heading well, but straw short. Haying 
begun, crop light. 

Michigan—Weather favorable for cutting 
and securing hay. Winter wheat doing fine- 
ly and ripening fast. Corn and oats greatly 
improved and made rapid growth, Pota- 


| toes growing splendidly, but many com- 


plaints of damage by bugs. 
Minnesota—Warm and showery weather 
has caused rapid growth of everything, 


. with fears of lodging and rust in wheat and 


oats. All small grains heading and rye be- 
ginning to ripen. Hay short and light. Po- 
tatoes doing splendidly. Corn still back- 
ward. Soil very wet. 

North Dakota—Between the Missouri and 
Red Rivers the weather has been very fa~ 
vorable. Wheat in excellent condition. and 
heading fast, with some rust in it, Dut no 
damage yet from any cause. Com and po- 
tatees coming forward rapidty.. Oats, rye, 
and barley making only fair progress. West 
of the Missouri rain is badly needed and 
wheat about half killed by drought. 

South Dakota—Temperature and rainfall 
conditions hastened crop growth generally. 
Early spring’ wheat healthy and heading 


| generally, but considerable short straw and 


short heads. Stands thin in localities. Con- 
siderable late spring wheat thin and some 


heading short, but generally improving. 


Nebraska—Warm, growing week. Harvest 
of rye and winter wheat progressing well. 
Spring wheat filling nicely. Corn has made 
rapid growth and considerable is now laid 
by. Rain is needed in localities in south- 
eastern counties. Early potatoes some de- 
layed in dry districts. 

Kansas—Hot, with good rains in eastern 
and northern counties, elsewhere dry. Corn 
in fine condition and growing rapidly in rain 
district, much damaged by hot winds in dry 
district. Wheat harvest progressing in 
northern counties, oats in central, and flax. 
in southern, with good yields. 

lowa—Fine growing weather. Corn mak- 
ing rapid growth except where heavy local 
rains hindered cultivation, and early pianted 
fields are being laid by. Spring wheat head- 
ing out well, with no reported damage by 
rust or insects. Oats improving and barley 
promising. 

Kentucky—Excessive heat and heavy lo- 
cal showers poorly distributed. Wheat har- 
vest completed and thrashing in progress, 
Best crop in many years. Oats cutting com- 
menced in places, but outlook for crop indif- 
ferent. Corn greatly improved. Tobacco 
improved somewhat, but condition  stilk 
poor. Good hay and clover crop betng har- 
vested. 

Indiana—Very warm weather caused corn 
to grow rapidly. The wheat,-rye, and barley 
harvest is ended in the southern, progressing 
in the central, and begun in the northern 
portion. A heavy hay — has been se- 
cured. 


CURRENT NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


East-Bound Shipments Behind Those 
of Last Year—Rio Grande Makes 
a Passenger Record. 


There was a slight increase in east-bound 
through shipments from Chicago last week 
over the week previous, but the record still 
falls much below that of the same period 
last year.

Drowning of Frank Spangler. 

While bathing in the lake at the foot of 
Harmon court Frank Spangler, 14 years 
old, was drowned yesterday afternoon in 
sight of a large crowd. 

Spangler and three or four other little 


fellows were splashing about in the water 


trying to cool off; and a crowd stood on the 


‘shore watching them, when Spangler sud-. 


dcenly stepped into a hole, and, being unable 
to scramble back to where the water was 
not beyond his depth, sank. 

He never rose, and, after calling the other 
boys out of the water, the spectators noti- 
fled the Harrison Street Station. A number 
of policemen were sent to the scene with 
grappling hooks, and, after three hours’ 
work, succeeded in recovering the body. 
Spangler wus the son of a barber at 237 
West Harrison street and lived with his 
parents at 254 Halsted street. 

Slight Increase of Death Rate. 

Notwithstanding the extreme hot weather 
Chicago’s death rate last week showed only 
a t-inerease over the record for the 
previous week. The mortality record, as 
compared’ with the corresponding week of. 
1896, shows a remarkable decrease, espe- 
cially im deaths of children under 1 year of 


meteorologic conditions were decided- 
ly less favorable to health and life last week 
than they were in the corresponding week of 
1896. Notwithstanding there were 158 less 
deaths, or almost 30 per cent reduction from 
the deaths of. the corresponding week of. 
last year. 

The reduction ts almost exclusively in tge 
deaths from typhoid fever‘and intestinal 
diseases. There were 146 deaths from this 
class of diseases in the week of is Rane only 
forty-nine last week. 

In the week last year 317 deaths among 
children were recorded, while last week the 
number of deaths reported was 146. This is 
a reduction of 54 per cent.
